Practice, said boric acid is particu- 
larly hazardous when used 
on 


babies, Dr. Brooke said: 


"Dangerous amounts of 
boric 


ncid may accumulate in the body 
following continuous or repcajjp 
application to abrased skin. The 
slow rate of excretion through body 
elimination permits thc substance 
lo accumulate until lethal amounts 
are present." 


Dr. Brooke said symptoms often 


fail to occur until an infant is,dan- 
gerously ill. He urged all mothers 


[ not to use the substance in 
any 


form despite recommendations by 
consumer 
periodicals and 
baby 


care manuals.

The article written by Dr. Brooke 


stated that a diagnosis of boric 
acid poisoning should be considered 
when an infant has diarrhea and 
severe vomiting after treatment o£ 
a rash with boric acid substance.
